NEW YORK In a horrific se¬ 
quence of destruction, terrorists 
crashed two planes into the World 
Trade Center, and the twin 110- 
story towers collapsed this morn¬ 
ing. Explosions also rocked the Pen¬ 
tagon and spread fear across the 
nation. 

It was not immediately known 
how many people were killed. Au¬ 
thorities had been trying to evacu¬ 
ate those who work in the twin tow¬ 
ers, but many were thought to be 
trapped. About 50,000 people work 
in the buildings. 

This is perhaps the most auda¬ 
cious terrorist attack thats ever 
taken place in the world, said 
Chris Yates, an aviation expert at 
Jane s Transport in London. It 
takes a logistics operation from the 
terror group involved that is second 
to none. Only a very small handful 
of terror groups is on that list. I 
would name at the top of the list 
Osama bin Laden. 

President Bush ordered a full- 
scale investigation to hunt down 
the folks who committed this act. 

Within the hour, an aircraft 
crashed on a helicopter landing pad 
near the Pentagon, and the White 
House, the Pentagon and the Capi¬ 
tol were evacuated. 

In Pennsylvania, a large plane, 
believed to be a Boeing 747, crashed 
about 80 miles southeast of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The fate of those aboard was 
not immediately known and it was 
not clear if the crash was related to 
the disasters elsewhere. 

Authorities went on alert from 
coast to coast, halting air traffic, 
evacuating high-profile buildings 
and tightening security at strategic 
installations. The White House Sit¬ 
uation Room was in full operation. 

Everyone was screaming, cry¬ 
ing, running — cops, people, fire¬ 
fighters, everyone, said Mike 
Smith, a fire marshal in New York. 
It s like a war zone. 

I just saw the building I work in 
come down, said businessman 
Gabriel loan, shaking in shock out¬ 
side City Hall, a cloud of smoke and 
ash from the World Trade Center 
behind him. I just saw the top of 
Trade Two come down. 

Nearby a crowd mobbed a man 
on a pay phone, screaming at him to 
get off the phone so they could call 
relatives. Dust and dirt flew every¬ 
where. Ash lay 2 to 3 inches deep in 
places. People wandered, dazed and 
terrified. 

Evacuations were ordered at the 
United Nations in New York and at 
the Sears Tower in Chicago. Los An¬ 
geles mobilized its anti-terrorism 
division, and security was intensi¬ 
fied around the naval facilities in 
Hampton Roads, Va. 

One of the planes that crashed 
into the Trade Center was Ameri¬ 
can Airlines Flight 11, hijacked 
after takeoff from Boston en route 
to Los Angeles, the airline said. 

The planes blasted fiery gaping 
holes in the upper floors of the twin 
towers. A witness said he saw bod¬ 
ies falling and people jumping out. 
About an hour later, the southern 
tower collapsed with a roar and a 
huge cloud of smoke; the other 
tower fell about a half hour after 
that, covering lower Manhattan in 
heaps of gray rubble and broken 
glass. Firefighters trapped in the

Eyewitnesses describe 
scene of terror: 
re, smoke, shock

NEW YORK It was the scene of a nightmare: people on fire 
jumping in terror from the Trade Towers just before the buildings 
collapsed. 

Everyone was screaming, crying, running, cops, people, fire¬ 
fighters, everyone, said Mike Smith, a fire marshal from Queens, 
as he sat by the fountain outside the Supreme Court building, 
shortly after the second tower collapsed today A couple of mar¬ 
shals just picked me up and dragged me down the street. 

It s like a war zone. There are many injured. 

This was the horror unfolding in New York City in the wake of 
an apparent terrorist attack. 

I just saw the building I work in come down, said businessman 
Gabriel loan, shaking in shock outside City Hall, a cloud of smoke 
and ash from the World Trade Center behind him. I just saw the top 
of Trade Two come down. 

Nearby, a crowd mobbed a man on a pay-phone, screaming at him 
to get off the phone so that they could call relatives. Dust and dirt 
flew everywhere. Ash was 2 to 3 inches deep in places. People wan¬ 
dered dazed and terrified. 

People were jumping out of windows, said an unidentified cry¬ 
ing woman. I guess people were trying to save themselves. Oh my 
God! 

I was in the World Financial Center looking out the window, 
said one woman. I saw the first plane and then 15 minutes later saw 
the other plane just slam into the World Trade Center. 

Another eyewitness, AP newsman Dunstan Prial, described a 
strange sucking sound from the Trade Center buildings after the 
first building collapsed. 

Windows shattered. People were screaming and diving for 
cover. People walked around like ghosts, covered in dirt, weeping 
and wandering dazed. 

It sounded like a jet or rocket, said Eddie Gonzalez, an em¬ 
ployee at a post office on West Broadway I looked up and saw a huge 
explosion. I didn t see the impact. I just saw the explosion. 

Morning commuters heading into Manhattan were stranded as 
the Lincoln Tunnel was shut down to incoming traffic. Many left 
their cars and stood on the ramp leading to the tunnel, staring in 
disbelief at the thick cloud of smoke pouring from the top of the two 
buildings. 

On the streets of Manhattan, people stood in groups talking qui¬ 
etly or watching the news unfold on television at ground-level net¬ 
work studios. 

Joan Goldstein, communications project leader for the AP, was 
on a bus from New Jersey at about 8:50 a.m. when she saw smoke 
pouring out of the World Trade Center building. We said. Oh, my 
God! The World Trade Center s on fire! 

Perhaps 10 minutes later. All of a sudden, there was an orange 
plume, a huge explosion. It shot out the back of the building. Every¬ 
body on the bus was just moaning and gasping, said Goldstein, 
who wept and trembled as she spoke. 

The plume was from the second plane, but she didn t see the 
plane because of the thick smoke. 

She tried to call friends who work there, but couldn t get 
through. 

It was the most horrible thing Ive ever seen in my life, said 
Goldstein.

Government officials shut 
down all Delaware state build¬ 
ings, activated the Delaware Na¬ 
tional Guard, closed the New 
Castle County Airport and 
closed Superior Court this 
morning in response to the ap¬ 
parent terrorist attacks in New 
York City and Washington, D.C. 

Gov Ruth Ann M inner or¬ 
dered the state buildings closed 
at 10:45 a.m. 

She also ordered schools to 
close. Colonial School District 
was the first to do so, said dis¬ 
trict spokesman Monroe B. Ger¬ 
hart. 

All airports operated by the 
Delaware River and Bay Author¬ 
ity, including the New Castle 
County Airport, were closed by 
the no-fly order from the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

In the hours after the inci¬ 
dents, area residents with fam¬ 
ily and friends in New York City 
were desperate for information. 

Matt Razze said he talked to 
his son, Nicholas, a day trader 
who works eight blocks from the 
World Trade Center, immedi¬ 
ately after the airplanes struck 
the buildings. 

He wanted to know if I had a 
TV, said Razze. He called after 
the second plane hit. He said 
there was a lot of debris floating 
around. 

Razze went through a few 
minutes of panic after the build¬ 
ings collapsed because he was 
not able to get through to his son 
on jammed phone lines. 

At 10:55 a.m., however, 
Razze s son got through to say 
he was safe. 

They are trapped in their 
building. They were trying to 
get out, but couldn t because of 
the dust and debris. He said it is 
so thick they can t see across the 
street and couldn t breathe even 
with shirts wrapped around 
their face. So the game plan is to 
wait, he said. 

Similarly, Elaine Brown of 
Wilmington said she was wor¬ 
ried about her brother and sis- 
ter-in-law, who work several 
blocks away from the World 
Trade Center. Brown had not 
been able to get them on the 
phone. 

The Delaware Memorial 
Bridge was still open and the 
Cape May-Lewes Ferry was still 
operating Tuesday 

Security at the Boggs Federal 
Building in Wilmington was 
tighter than usual this morning. 


We re tightening up, said 
R. Douglas Denny, the supervi¬ 
sory deputy U.S. Marshal in 
Delaware. There s no reason to 
believe that anything is going to 
happen here. 

The Delaware River and Bay 
Authority, which operates the 
Delaware Memorial Bridge and 
the New Castle County Airport, 
called in extra security officers, 
said spokesman James Salmon. 

Ralph Begleiter, a former for¬ 
eign affairs correspondent with 
CNN and now a journalism pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Delaware, was overwhelmed by 
the tragedies. 

It s a watershed in global ter¬ 
rorism, he said. The terrorists 
have crossed a divide that they 
previously haven t crossed. 

Begleiter was speechless as 
the second of the World Trade 
Center tower collapsed. 

It s rush hour, he said. I 
can t even begin to think of the 
hell that must be going on in 
south Manhattan. 

At 11 a.m., an airman in the 
public affairs office at Dover Air 
Force Base, which is the home 
base to 36 C-5 Galaxy cargo 
planes, said security had been 
stepped up, but that the base had 
not been shut down. 

Right now, everybody s kind 
of busy and running around, 
she said, declining to give her 
name. 

At the Delaware Emergency 
Management Agency near 
Smyrna, officials were said to be 
in a meeting and unavailable to 
talk to reporters. 

Superior Court Judge Peggy 
L. Ableman said she was con¬ 
cerned about her husband, 
Joseph Prendergast, who was 
due to land in Newark, N.J., at 2 
p.m. today 

He had been visiting family 
in Ireland. 

I m starting to get a little 
scared, she said. 

A spokesman for Verizon in 
Delaware said there did not ap¬ 
pear to be any physical damage 
to the phone company s net¬ 
work. But an overload of phone 
traffic was causing delays on 
both land lines and cell phones, 
said Verizon s Ells Edwards. 

Mark Miller, an expert on po¬ 
litical terrorism at the Univer¬ 
sity of Delaware, said Delaware 
falls in what must be considered 
the targeted area. 

We are part of this strategic 
area for someone who wants to 
do great damage, he said. 

There are many, many 


groups out there who are very 
unhappy with the United States. 
But not all of them have the 
means to strike such a large- 
scale, coordinated blow, Miller 
said. 

You can do anything you 
can do, but you can t stop some¬ 
one from flying a plane into a 
government building, Be¬ 
gleiter said. 

This will make life much, 
much, much more compli¬ 
cated, he said. This is going to 
touch every citizen of the 
world. 

The most common question 
is why, Begleiter said. 

It really bothers me that 
Americans don t pay attention 
to what s happening outside 
their little lives, he said. 

George Dugan, 62, of Belle¬ 
vue was watching the stock re¬ 
ports on MSNBC before 9 a.m. 
when he saw the tragedy unfold¬ 
ing at the World Trade Towers. 

Dugan was concerned be¬ 


cause his wife, Marie, was in 
Manhattan for a conference at 
the United Nations. He also has 
two adult children, Joanne and 
George, who live in the city 

Dugan reached them all by 
phone and was relieved to learn 
everyone is OK. 

It s surrealistic, he said. 

It s happening in front of your 
eyes. It s like reality TV which is 
real. It s kind of scary 

Obviously you can t stop ter¬ 
rorists who are willing to 
sacrifice their lives in violent 
acts, he said. Things [in the 
United States] might never be 
the same. 

We have a police presence 
patrolling all our facilities, he 
said. There is a heightened sur¬ 
veillance in light of all that oc¬ 
curred. 

The news stopped normal ac¬ 
tivities everywhere. 

Superior Court was shut 
down at 10:45 a.m. 

Everybody is just over¬ 


whelmed by the tragic event, 
said Art Bernardino, a Superior 
Court administrator. 

All prisoners were returned 
to their prisons at 10:45 a.m., 
Bernardino said. 

The Superior Court employs 
about 180 people. 

The Courthouse was chaotic 
this morning. Court hearings 
were delayed because of secu¬ 
rity concerns. There are few tel¬ 
evisions or radios in the build¬ 
ing, so people were unsure of 
what was going on and were 
sharing what little information 
they had. 

The Delaware National 
Guard went on alert when news 
of the bombings in New York 
and Washington was first broad¬ 
cast. 

Capt. Lenny Gratteri, a 
spokesman for the Army Na¬ 
tional Guard, said the Air 
Guard base at New Castle 
County Airport was immedi¬ 
ately locked down. 


In addition, he said, Maj. 
Gen. Frank Vavala ordered 
units throughout the state to 
step up security 

We did this on our own ini¬ 
tiative, Gratteri said this 
morning. We would normally 
get our orders directly from the 
National Guard Bureau in the 
Pentagon, but we ve heard noth¬ 
ing from them so we took what 
steps we needed to. 

The Delaware Guard, which 
has 1,800 Army and 1,000 Air 
Guard troops, has also sent a 
unit to work with the Delaware 
Emergency Management 
Agency In addition, the Guard s 
commanders are coordinating 
with the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, Gratteri 
said. 

Early today, Gratteri said, 
the Guard had not received any 
orders to go on full alert. 

We re just waiting to hear, 
he said. 


Financial markets 
evacuated, closed 
down after attacks

NEW YORK Wall Street 
shut down Tuesday after two 
separate planes crashed into the 
World Trade Center. 

Much of the downtown dis¬ 
trict, including the nearby Fi¬ 
nancial Center, also was evacu¬ 
ated. It also was difficult to 
make phone calls to the down¬ 
town business district and 
throughout Manhattan. 

Trading was suspended at 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
and officials were deciding 
whether to shut for the entire 
day 

The Nasdaq Stock Market 
said it still was considering an 
11:30 a.m opening, but no final 
decision had been made. 

Other markets did close: the 
American Stock Exchange and 
the New York Mercantile Ex¬ 
change. 


NEW YORK A chaotic 
scene of devastation unfolded 
on national television today 
with cameras catching a plane 
crashing into the World Trade 
Center and the subsequent col¬ 
lapse of both towers. 

Television networks began 
live coverage of a morning of 
terrorism at the time the first 
plane hit the New York City 
landmark. With cameras 
trained on the smoking sky¬ 
scraper, television caught the 


The nearby World Financial 
Center, which houses the 
NYMEX, also was evacuated. 

An apparent similar attack 
on the Pentagon in Washington 
and reports of the collapse of 
one of the World Trade Center 
skyscrapers in Washington 
added to the paralysis and ter¬ 
ror already engulfing the finan¬ 
cial district. 

The two explosions were in¬ 
credible and at the point of ex¬ 
plosions all you could see out¬ 
side were personal belongings 
and office supplies raining out¬ 
side, said Bob Rendine, an 
American Stock Exchange 
spokesman, whose office is 
down the block from the NYSE. 

We re staying here. We think 
it s safer to stay inside then go 
outside at this point. 

Business and trading in 
other parts of the country also 
were affected. The Chicago 
Board of Trade suspended all

As the terror spread, CNN 
showed a split-screen view of 
the smoking World Trade Cen¬ 
ter and also the Pentagon in 
Washington, where smoke bil¬ 
lowed from another plane 
crash. 

Reports spread as fast as tele- 
vision could detail them — 
planes grounded across the 
country the White House evac¬ 
uated, planes unaccounted fcr— 
while commentators tried to 
keep calm.

This whole 
place looks like a war zone. 
When the cloud came out I 
could feel the force of it. 

Fox News Channel ran a con¬ 
tinuous crawl of news bulletins 
summarizing the series of 
events.

One 
caller from California said: 

This is a sign to America: We 
think we are the strongest coun¬ 
try and they hit us; they knew 
where to hit us.

Philadelphia 
airport closes, 
clamps down 
on security

PHILADELPHIA TDdays 
attacks on the World Trade 
Center and Pentagon created 
chaos at Philadelphia Interna¬ 
tional Airport. 

The airport was closed at 
around 9:45 a.m. Some travel¬ 
ers who already had boarded 
planes were told to disembark. 

Airport security clamped 
down, allowing only people 
with employee identification 
past the metal detectors that 
separate the boarding areas 
from the rest of the airport. 

People lined up at US Air¬ 
ways gates trying to get infor¬ 
mation about luggage, connec¬ 
tions and whether hotel rooms 
will be paid for. Airline repre¬ 
sentatives said they would pay 
for hotel rooms for people with 
flight connections. 

US Airways baggage claim 
area was in chaos as hundreds 
of people massed to get their 
luggage back. Luggage lined 
the floors, taken off the con¬ 
veyors to make room for more. 

Some out-of towners com¬ 
plained airport officials were 
giving no direction about 
where they could stay, only 
that they needed to leave the 
airport. 

Faye Sterling of Columbus, 
Ohio, and Denise Seeger of 
Dover were on their way to a 
wedding in San Diego. 

Sterling said she learned of 
the shutdown from an official 
who said, There isn t any¬ 
thing going out tonight. You 
need to go home and come back 
tomorrow.
